CEMENT INDUSTRY. 


PROPOSED FACTORY FOR 
CLARE. 


The Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce (Mr. Sean Lemass) yester- 
day told a deputation that he was inte- 
rested in the cement industry in the Free 
State, and that he would do | 
in his | and to assist in putting it on a 
sound footing. bá. 

The deputation included Mr. W. Bar- 
rington, managing director of the Fergus 
Reclamation Syndicate, and Mr. Sean 
O'Grady, T.D. 3 

Mr. Barrington stated that they desired 
financial assistance for the erection of a 
cement factory at Clarecastle, County 
Clare. He pointed out that the Clare. 
castle deposits were of the finest quality, 
were easily accessible, with rail transport 
near by, and the supplies were virtually 
unlimited. 

They could meet the needa of the Free 
State for cement, and, Mr. Barrington 
believed, if the factory were erected, 
English and foreien competition could be 
effectively met. They would need a loan 
of £320,000, guaranteed by the Trades 
Loans Act, to erect the factory. The de- 

its in that area were so rich, Mr. 
Decrintten said, that, given the necessary 
capital for exploitation purposes, the com- 
pany would become of real advantage to 
the Free State. The value of the entire 
needs of the Irish Free State would be 
from £100,000 to £150,000. 

The Minister will make a full inquiry 
into the matter.

A lawyer of distinction, His first notable 
performance was the defence of Chatles 
Gavan Duffy in 1848, but his greatest claim 
to national recognition was found in his de- 
fence as counsel for the Fenian prisoners in 
the trials between 1865 and 1867. His study 
of the political situation caused him to pay 
high tribute to these prisoners as patriotic 
and honourable men, animated with the most 
unselfish devotion to Ireland. A very notable 
statement by him in this respect is on record. 
From pleading for these prisoners at the Bar 
in Green Street Courthouse, he became 
leader in an amnesty movement of the widest 
national proportions. Later he was founder 
of the Home Rule League im Ireland, in 
which he had the co-operation of prominent 
members of the Fenian organisation, and 
similarly he founded the Home’ Rule Con- 
federation in England, which, too, had 
Fenian support. The League brought Parnell 
into political existence, who, thongh at. the 
time gifted with very little speech, was 
described by Butt as a brilliant: recruit, and 
succeeded in getting elected for Meath. 

Apart from Butt’s association with national 
politics, be became a member of the Dublin 
Corporation and was elected an Alderman. 
Irish Nationalists, however, continned to 
commemorate Butt for the great part borne 
by him in defence of those arraigned for 
active participation in the Fenian movement. 
the antecedent of the political movements of 
later times as of to-day. For these reasons 
any alteration in the name of Butt Bridge 
should evoke most widespread national. dis 
favour. Other means can be found in Dublin 
to commemorate the first holding of tha 
Eucharistic Congress in Ireland. Indeed, if 
it is desired to associate the bridge with the 
Congress—and the Eucharistic Committee in 
Dublin, it is important to note, have made 
no suggestion that way—it can be done by a 
tablet stating that “Bott Bridge, recon. 
structed, was reopened by His Grace the 
Archbishop of Dublin. the Most Rev. Edward 
Byrne, D.D.. in 1932, the year of the fiess’ 
holding of the Eucharistic Congress. in Iré- 
land.” I mention the Archbishop because it 
is already announced that His Grace has been 
requested to open the bridge. 

I trust that there will be no change ‘cf 
name or any re-naming which, in my view.

SIR HORACE PLUNKETT. 


Sir gre cM rhaoanerrás death at Fastertide 
was. A coincidénce that would excite the 
wonderings of the superstitious; for Easter 
did seem to be a fateful time for him. In 
i 1916 he was injured 
acevwentally in Easter 
Week, and there 
followed immediately 
the dreadful burning 
by X-rays which gave 
him so much pain, 
and his friefids so 
much anxiety. In 
Easter Week, 1918 
the Report of the 
Irish Convention, of 
which he was Chai,’ 
man, was made to 
the British Govern. 
ment, and on Easter 
Tuesday, 1919, Sir 
Horace underwent a

tion in Dublin. Jt was on New Year's 
Day, 1920, that the n of his sup 
ed death. at the .Battle Creek Sana- 
torium, Michigan, was received in Europe. 
The mistake was due, it is said, to 
the faulty shorthand of a telephone girl in 
Jew York. - At any rate, for nearly a whole 
day it was believed in Dublin that Sir Horace 
“Plunkett was dead, oy obituary notices were 
published in nearly alj the 

annoyed him most was by a journalist whom 
he knew personally, who wrote that the great 
co-aperator had no sense of humour. 

In that the journalist was mistaken. Sir 
Horace had a keen sense of humour, but very 
little sense of fun. Tt was that lack of fun 
which caused him often to be misunderstood 
in Ireland. His stories of his life among the 
cowboys of the Western States were the most 
delightful of his anecdotes.
